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WORLD  DAIRY  SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


SUMMARY 

c 

World  milk  production  continued  to  expand  significantly  in  1983  with  many 
major  dairy  producing  countries  boosting  output  sharply.    A  slowdown  in  the 
expansion  is  likely  in  1984  as  the  United  States  is  expecting  a  reduction  in 
milk  production.    Also,  production  increases  in  the  European  Community  (EC), 
the  world's  leading  milk  producer,  may  slow  in  1984  as  profit  margins 
tighten.    The  sizable  gain  in  milk  output  registered  in  the  USSR  this  year  is 
likely  to  moderate  next  year.    Plentiful  world  supplies  of  milk  resulted  in 
substantial  increases  in  manufactured  dairy  products  during  1983.  Excess 
supplies  of  these  products  have  impacted  sharply  on  international  markets  and 
prices  have  fallen.    Even  though  dairy  product  output  may  rise  somewhat  in 
1984  prices  may  stabilize  as  the  world  economy  strengthens. 

MILK 

Cow's  milk  production  is  up  significantly  for  the  37  major  dairy  countries  in 
1983.    The  combined  output  of  cow's  milk  in  these  countries  is  likely  to 
approach  407  million  metric  tons,  up  about  3.5  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Much 
of  the  increased  output  is  coming  from  the  production  gains  in  the  USSR,  the 
EC,  Brazil  and  India.    For  the  United  States,  output  will  likely  be  up  a 
little  over  2  percent  for  the  year  while  both  Canada  and  Mexico  are  posting  a 
decline.    The  outlook  for  1984  is  for  less  than  a  one  percent  rise  in  world 
milk  production,  as  U.S.  ouput  declines.    EC  and  USSR  milk  production  will 
likQly  show  a  smaller  gain  next  year  than  in  1983.

Depending  on  producer 
participation  in  the  voluntary  diversion  program,  production  could  range 
from  56.5  million  to  60.5  million  metric  tons. 
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Milk  production  in  the  USSR  rose  dramatically  in  1983  as  feed  and  forage 
supplies  were  much  improved.    Cow  numbers  will  begin  1984  at  about 
year-earlier  levels.    If  the  winter  is  not  too  harsh  and  next  year's  forage 
supplies  are  adequate,  USSR  milk  output  could  expand  2-3  percent  in  1984. 

EC  milk  output  may  register  a  3-4  percent  gain  this  year,  with  production  up 
sharply  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Ireland,  and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 
Despite  surplus  milk,  cow  numbers  and  production  in  the  EC  continue  to  rise. 
A  mild  winter  and  good  forage  led  to  sharply  higher  output  per  cow  in  first 
half  of  1983  but  the  gains  slowed  during  a  hot  and  dry  summer.  Although 
pastures  improved  during  the  fall,  productivity  gains  may  be  slower  this 
winter  as  the  quantity  and  quality  of  available  forage  supplies  suffered  from 
last  summer's  unfavorable  weather.    Milk-feed  price  relationships  are  expected 
to  continue  sufficiently  favorable  in  many  EC  countries  to  justify  increased 
concentrate  feeding,  even  with  higher  world  prices  for  feed  grains  and  protein 
meal.    EC  milk  production  is  projected  to  expand  1-2  percent  next  year.  Milk 
production  in  the  United  States  will  be  up  more  than  2  percent  in  1983,  with 
most  of  the  gain  coming  from  higher  productivity  as  cow  numbers  were  up  only 
0.5  percent  from  1982  levels.    However,  cow  numbers  are  expected  to  decline 
this  winter  as  lower  returns  for  milk,  higher  feed  costs,  and  the  recently 
enacted  dairy  legislation  cause  farmers  to  cull  cows  from  their  herds  more 
intensively.    Beginning  Dec.  1,  1983,  deductions  amounting  to  $1.00  per 
hundredweight  (cwt)  from  all  milk  marketed  were  terminated  and  replaced  by  a 
50  cent  per  cwt  deduction  to  help  fund  a  milk  diversion  program.    The  support 
price  for  manufacturing  milk  was  also  reduced  50  cents  per  cwt.    The  diversion 
program  which  will  run  for  15  months  beginning  Jan.  1,  1984,  is  expected  to 
sharply  curtail  milk  marketings  next  year.    Producers  signing  up  for  the 
program  will  contract  to  reduce  marketing  a  specified  amount,  from  5  to  30 
percent  of  their  marketings  in  either  1982  or  on  average  of  1981  and  1982. 
Current  assessments--in  the  absence  of  policy  decisions  on  administration  of 
the  diversion  program  as  well  as  the  extent  of  producer  participation--point 
to  a  2-10  percent  reduction  in  U.S.  milk  output  for  1984.    A  decline  of 
7  percent  is  being  used  in  this  report. 

Australia' s  milk  production,  up  6  percent  for  1983,  is  expected  to  gain 
another  2-4  percent  next  year.    Productivity  per  cow  is  rising  rapidly  as  the 
multi-year  drought  has  ended  and  supplementary  feed  stocks  are  readily 
available.    Limited  opportunities  for  dairy  product  exports  in  New  Zealand  are 
holding  milk  production  there  to  near  1982  levels  this  year  and  probably  next 
year  as  well.    Canada's  milk  output  may  drop  about  2  percent  in  1983  as  the 
Canadian  Government  reduced  market  share  quotas  for  industrial  milk  and  cream 
shipments  for  the  1982/1983  dairy  year.    To  help  discourage  milk  production 
and  cover  the  cost  of  selling  surplus  products  on  the  world  market,  levies  on 
producer  deliveries  of  industrial  milk  v/ere  increased  by  the  Canadian 
Government,  effective  Feb.  1,  1983.    For  1984,  milk  output  is  expected  to  be  a 
little  higher  as  industrial  milk  quotas  have  been  increased 
2  percent  and  production  for  fluid  use  may  be  up  slightly.    Mexico' s  milk 
production  declined  this  year  as  cow  numbers  were  lower  and  producers  faced 
tight  financial  pressures  which  limited  supplemental  feeding.    The  outlook  for 
1984  is  for  some  recovery  in  milk  ouput  based  on  improved  forage  and  feed 
grain  production.    Eastern  Europe's  milk  production  rose  3.5  percent  in  1983 
as  Poland's  output  rebounded  from  low  1982  levels. 
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DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


With  more  milk  available  and  demand  for  fluid  milk  rather  sluggish,  production 
of  butter,  cheese,  and  nonfat  dry  milk  expanded  rapidly  in  1983.  However, 
demand  for  these  products  has  also  been  weak  and  world  stocks  accumulated 
rajJidly,  particularly  in  the  EC  and  the  United  States  (where  manufactured 
products  are  purchased  to  support  milk  prices).    Considerable  uncertainty 
still  surrounds  the  international  markets  for  dairy  products.    The  overall 
outlook  in  1984  is  for  production  of  dairy  products  to  grow  faster  than 
available  outlets.    However,  the  expected  recovery  in  the  world  econorny  and 
the  reduction  in  U.S.  milk  output  may  at  least  stabilize  world  prices.

Butter  and  butter  oil  production  is  expected  to  top  6.9  million  tons  in  1983, 
an  8  percent  rise  from  1982.    Surplus  milk  output  in  the  EC  and  the  United 
States  is  being  converted  into  butter  and  other  dairy  products.    With  weak 
export  demand,  government-owned  stocks  rose  rapidly  in  the  EC.    As  of 
mid-November  1983,  EC  intervention  stocks  totalled  883,000  tons,  more  than 
double  the  395,000  tons  on  hand  a  year  ago.    By  year's  end,  total  EC  stocks 
are  likely  to  continue  well  above  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  they  could 
exceed  the  projected  819,000  tons  shown  in  the  accompanying  stock  table.  In 
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the  United  States,  government  stocks  of  butter  are  being  donated  under  the 
special  program  for  the  needy  and  butter  oil  is  being  donated  abroad  under  the 
Section  416  program.    As  of  Nov.  8,  1983,  uncommitted  stocks  of  butter  heldrby 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  totaled  164,000  tons,  slightly  below, 
year-earlier  levels.    Butter  production  in  the  USSR  turned  upward  in  1982 
after  four  years  of  decline  and  may  rise  around  10  percent  this  year.  Soviet 
imports  of  butter,  which  exceeded  200,000  tons  in  both  1980  and  1981  have 
dropped  sharply,  because  of  improved  domestic  supplies.    In  the 
petroleum-exporting  countries  of  the  Middle  East,  dairy  product  consumption 
expanded  rapidly  during  the  1970's.    However,  imports  of  dairy  products 
declined  in  1982  and  they  may  be  fall  again  this  year.    Demand  for  butter  and 
butter  oil  on  international  markets  is  much  weaker  than  a  year  ago  and  prices 
have  fallen  sharply. 

Cheese  production  worldwide  will  increase  in  1983,  but  at  a  slower  rate  than 
in  1982.    Output  this  year  is  expected  to  reach  8.9  million  tons,  up  only 
2  percent  from  1982.    Production  rose  over  4  percent  in  1982  and  world  trade 
in  cheese  was  lively  with  prices  for  cheedar  cheese  fluctuating  around  $1,750 
per  ton  throughout  much  of  1982.    Competition  on  world  markets  which 
intensified  during  the  later  part  of  1982,  continued  keen  in  1983.  With 
increased  production  and  larger  stocks,  prices  have  suffered  this  year. 
However,  cheese  exports  have  been  rather  stable  in  1983.    Output  and 
consumption  of  cheese  are  not  expected  to  increase  very  much  in  1984. 

Nonfat  dry  milk  (NDM)  production  for  1983  may  be  near  5.1  million  tons,  and 
like  butter,  it  is  expected  to  register  an  8-percent  gain  from  the  year 
earlier  level.    Output  is  up  sharply  in  the  EC  and  the  United  States  where 
stocks  are  accumulating  rapidly.    In  mid-November,  EC  intervention  stocks  were 
at  1,025,000  tons,  up  sharply  from  577,000  a  year  earlier.    Stocks  appear  to 
be  stabilizing  as  a  result  of  increased  use  of  NDM  for  livestock  feed.    In  the 
United  States,  uncommitted  CCC  stocks  on  Dec.  8,  1983,  stood  at  616,000  tons, 
some  61,000  tons  above  December  the  1982  level.    World  trade  in  NDM  decreased 
in  1982,  but  stabilized  during  the  first  half  of  1983.    NDM  prices  on 
international  markets  in  November  1983  were  quoted  at  $670  to  $730  per  metric 
ton  f.o.b.,  with  some  tenders  for  marginal  amounts  as  low  as  $650  per  ton. 
Export  prices  are  expected  to  stabilize  near  the  $700  level  in  the  near  term. 
World  trading  prices  for  NDM  began  their  decline  from  the  $1  ,050-1  ,100  level 
early  in  1982  to  $800-850  per  ton  by  the  fall  of  1982  as  demand  slackened  and 
world  stocks  mounted. 

CASE  IN 

Output  of  casein  for  the  10  major  producing  countries  rose  nearly  20  percent 
this  year  as  excess  skim  milk  supplies  were  converted  into  casein.  Weakness 
in  export  demand  for  NDM  helped  stimulate  the  sharp  rise  in  production. 
Although  casein  exports  were  rising,  they  apparently  will  not  keep  pace  with 
the  qain  in  output.    As  a  result,  world  stocks  are  expected  to  rise  sharply  by 
year  s  end.    The  forecast  for  1984  is  for  little  change  in  both  output  and 
consumption.
